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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In a recent conversation with the attorney, Mr. Timothy E. Bianchi on August 26, 2003, it 
was indicated by the examiner that a more careful review of a number of patents would be reviewed 
to make sure that they did not recite the following: 

a) sensing a cardiac signal and computing curvatures at sample points on the sensed cardiac signal, 

b) extracting features from the computed curvatures, c) comparing the extracted features with a set 
of predetermined templates, and d) classifying the cardiac signal based on an outcome of the 
comparison. Thefollowing patents were reviewed: 1) 5,265,617, 2) 5,560,369, 3) 5,701,906, 4) 
5,755,739, 5) 5,792,066, 6) 6,108,577, 7) 6,266,554 Bl, 8) WO 00/47278, and 9) WO 99/65570. 

After a thorough review of the above patents, the remarks by the attorney are deemed to be 
valid. Therefore, the claims in question are deemed allowable.
